The n«essity for fertilisers in the soil 


is soeel'-o/ident that we need not go in- 
to a discussion about it 


How to fertalize seems to be as much 


a question with the horticultural public 
to-doy as it was a quarter of a century 
ago. Notwithstanding the generally ac- 
cepted opinion ttatne must fertilize if 
we would be successful in our pursuits, 
we still occasionally meet those who 
claim to be able to produce the most sat- 
isfactory results u ithout the aid of ferti- 
lizers of any kind 
From our standpoint 


we grant this may be true, under certain 
favorable conditions for a short period. 
Yet experience teaches us that very soon 
such natural conditions will disappear, 
when it will be necessary for o\en those 
thus favored to lesort to some means by 
which to restore those natural conditions 
which they ha\e allowed to disappear 


We may add here we believe that ere 


long our "Good" friend from Franklin 
will Gnd it necessary to ha\e more than 
"weeds and fijh-worms" if he would 
continue to gron grapes profitably. 


The use of fertilizers in connection 


with horticulture may properly be di- 
vided into three periods, the nrst two of 
*vliieb have not pro\ed entirely satisfac- 
tory, while the third 11 not jet fully de- 
veloped, but has that in its favor which 
promises to make its development rapid, 
and, as I believe, ultimately successful 


The firet of the three periods may be 


known as that of manure. The older 
members of this association well remem- 
ber th« time when little, if any commer- 
cial fertilizer were used m their work; 
they depending solely upon the limited 
amount of manure they made on their 
places, and this from the nature of the 
conditions then prevailing was frequent 
iy of the poorest quality 
In this con- 


nection they also recollect the failures 
and disappointments with which they so 
often met 


With the knowledge of these facts be- 


fore us, we conclude the manure penod, 
as applied to horticultural pursuits, has 
been at least a partial failure, principally 
from two reasons, first, becajse barn- 
yard manures do not contain all the 
elements necessary for the perfect de- 
velopment of plant life m proper propor- 
tion, and second because of our inability 
to get these manures m sufficient quan- 
tity at such a price as would warrant 
their extensive use. 


The second period erabiaces that time 


when special commercial fertilizers were 
•ised to the exclusion of almost all other 
forms of fertilizers, and u .s surprising 
to note the ten city with which many 
fruit growers still continue the use of 


manures alone, notw ithstauding 


the information imparted from time to 
time by our Experimental station, as 
well as the published experience of prom- 
inent horticulturists all o» er our country 


We have said that the second or phos- 


phate penod has not beer more success- 
ful than that of manure 
We doubt if 


in the end it has been as -successful 


We know instances whe,e years of m- 


tell.gent work will be required to correct 
the undesirable cone itioiis bioughtabout 
by 'he injudicious use of chemicals. We 
adraita certain amount of success has 
am nded the use of mineral fertilizers, 
but when we consider that a great 
amount of work must be done to coun- 
teract these wrong conditions, in order 
to restore to our soils their proper equil-

increase the humus in our soils

fact which will saireelj be disputed that 
a continued use of mineral fertilizers 
•done stimulate to such an extent thjt 
after a few years all UIP oigamc m.itttr 
incur soils becomes exhausted, a id we 
1 a^e present the condition so apt'y de- 
scribed by Mr Chase at a meeting of thii 
association in the ciU of IIarn-.burg in 
1893 


Another cause of failure m the use of 


mineral fertilizers is their cost, being too 
expensive to wan-ant their use by the 
average horticulturist in sufficient quan- 
tity to pioduce the best results for ewa 
a short time 


The third period, the one upon which 


we are just entering, we are pleased to 
style 'he Leguminous penod or that of 
the New Ilorticultuie 
In this we adopt 


the method of manufacturing or grow- 
ing our fertilizers on our far-ns and in 
our orchards whila we are, at the same 
time, producing our merchantable pro- 
ducts This we do most readily bv 
growing leguminous plants, the roots of 
which penetrate beneath the cultivated 
soil, into the subsoil, and bring up fertil 
izmg material from regions vvl.ere the 
roots of surface plants never penetrate, 
and store those substances in their roots 
and stems and finally give them back, to 
the soil , and have, further, the capacity 
of absorbing nitrog»n from the air by 
means of tubercles which in the pres 
ence of the discovered microscopic or- 
ganisms, develop on the roots of the 
plant, and absorb and convert the nitro- 
gen of the atmosphere into appropriate 
conditions to support plant life

It is not w ithm the province of a paper 


such as this to describe the manner of 
using these plants , it mustsumce for us 
here to show the merits of this system of 
fertilizing. Information concerning the 
practical application of this system maj 
be had from any experimental station or 
from those who have used them. 


In further support of our theory we 


wish briefly to call your attention to a 
few interesting facts in connection with 
soil making. Let us look at the build 
ing of soil going on now, and which has 
been going en through geological ages 
We notice that algae, lichens, mosses, 
grasses, herbs and shrubs must precede 
m cultivating the naked rock, to mellow 
the rough texture by shading the newly 
created ground and gradually render it 
fit for the abode of the forest monarcha 
The army of soil makers and soil break- 
ers, the pioneers, as it were, of tbe forest, 
are a hardy race, making less demands 
for their support than those that follow. 
They are different according to the diff- 
erence of the soil in which they have to 
tattle.

Another 
feature of clover, 


which does not seem to be taken mk ac 
count is its abihtv to lender soluble, 
much fertilising material aheadv in om 
soils, which would otherwise not be avail 
able for plant food 
While it might be 


difficult k>f=tunate with an} degiee of 
accuracv these hem (its in money value, 
it appears to me then importance should 
not be overlooked 


W e do not w ish in anv wav t« be- un 


derstood as di-crediting the vahu ol ma 
nure for horticultural punxwes, to the 
contrarv we would encourage the use of 
all the manure we can make, but we do 
discourage b.vjmgitat the price for which 
it nsualh «c!ls 
B\ using crimson clover 


mtelhgentlv, we can, at» small cost, im- 
prove the phvsicial condition of our soils 
as well or better, than can be done bv the 
expensive method of purchasing stable 
manures 


In conclusion, we sn} the base of all 


fertih/ers 
for horticultural purposes, 


should be organic matter, which is rich 
in nitrogen, supplemenU-d w ith a mode 
rate amount of muriate of potash and 
phosphoric acid, which

TEttELY FARM NOTES. 


Profit from farming is best secured by 


making every acre pay It is not neces 
sary to have large farms to make good 
profits, but to concentrate the labor and 
manure over an area that can be worked 
to the beat adiautage 
If the farm is 


too large sell or rent a portion. The 
larger the Beld that is cultivated the less 
manure can be used proportionately, 
while more labor is required 
The crops 


that pay are those which give the largest 
yields per acre and which are secured by 
good cultivation and liberal application 
of plant fojd 


Sod land that is plowed in the spring 


may not decompose during the time 
that the crop Is growing, and for that 
reason such Und should be plowed the 
Orst opportunity 
In this section it 


often happens that plowing can be done 
m winter during warm spells 
As it is 


not injurious to plow wet lands as long 
as there is a possibility of the frost put- 
ting m an appearance plowing should be 
tlone as soon as the opportunity is pre- 
santcd for so doing
